wealth, Enemies to their Country and their Prince : And thus Repreſenting 
it -as Movſtrons as they pleas'd, brought an odi«n upon as many as 
own'd that nene, and condemn'd them for Follies and Crimes, that were 
no where, but in their own Imagination. And 'twas not only in Ternd- © 
lian's time, fat Chriſtianity lay under rhis ſcandal, but alſo in aſter A- 
ges: And therefore, as for the Vindication of the Chriſtian Profeſſion, 
he was forc'd to Apologize for his time; ſo didafter him-St. Cyprien, 
A: nobius, and many other Eccleſiaſtical Writers ; nay, and under Chri- 
ſtian Emperors, the Calumnies of the Heathens yet being urg'd with much 
vigour and confidence, Oroſizs was oblig'd to write his Hiſtory, and St. 
Auguitine his City of God, in defence of the Faith and Dottrine of Chriſt. 
nd now, when by the propagation of Chriſtianity, and the laborious 
endeavours of her Profeſlors, Heatheniſm was pretty well extin&t ; yet 
was not the Mouth of Malice ſtop'd ; the fame Calummes, which had 
been invented by the /nfidels, being taken up by evil Chriſtians No one 


. Loing qut from the Communion of the Church of Chriſt, but what did, 


by reviving old Scandals, (and the addition of freſs ones,) endeavour to 
make her Infamous, and blacken her with-ſuch Crimes, as could be thought - 
moſt conventent for rendring her Odioxs to all.

'Tis ſtrange how much ſhe ſuffer'd in this 
Point from the Manickees,.and fromthe Donariſts, and how tanch pains 
is coſt Saint Augsſtive, to prove their Arcaſations to be mecr Calumnies, 
principally intended -to raiſe prejudices in. the minds of the People againſt 
her ; thar ſo being convinc'd by theſe Helliſh Artifices, of her teaching 
unſound 2nd prophane Doctrine, wicked Pringiples; and bumane Inventions in- 
ſtead of Faith, might never think of going tober, to'learn the- Truth ; 
nor even {ſo much as ſuſpect her to be: the Church of Chriſt; This; Saint 
Axg»ſ' tne complains, was-the chief cauſe of his continving-in the Errour 
of- the Marichees {o long z and thathe impugn'd with ſo much violence - 
this Church.

He is taught 
to uſe them; by caſting his eye up- 
on the Piitures or Images, and thence 
to raiſe his heart to the Procorypes, 
and there to imploy it in ta- 
tion, Love, T ing, Imitati- 
pe dye 
many £ Ccing a 
Dearh' bead before «14 cans G 
ſight of it, take occaſion to reflect 
often upon their laſt end, in order 
to their better preparing tor it ; or 


by ſeeing Old Time painted with his Fore-lock,, Howr-Glaſs and Scythe, 
turn their thoughts upon the ſwiftneſs of Time, and that whoſoever neg- 
lets the preſent, is in danger of beginning then to lay hold, when there's 
no more to come. ' Theſe Piftares or Images having this advantage, that 
they inform the mind by one glance, of what in reading requires a.Chap- 
rer, and ſometimes a Yolume, *Fhere being n&- other Lifference between 
them, then that Reading repreſenty lezſurely, and by degrees, and'a Pj- 
fure, all at once. Hence he finds a convenience in ſaying. his Prayers 
with ſome devout Piftures before him ; he being no ſooner diftratted,

but the ſight of theſe, re-cals his wandring thoughts to the right Object; 
and. as certainly brings ſomething good into his mind, as an immode## 
Pidure diſturbs bis heart with*naughtineſs. And becauſche is ſenſible, 
that theſe holy Pires and Images repreſent and bring to his mind ſuch 
Objects, which in his heart he loves, honours, and venerates ; he can- 
not, but npon that account, love, honour, and reſpe&t the Images them- 
ſelves. As whoſoever loves their Hubarnd, Child, or Friend, cannot but 
have ſome love and reſpett for gheir Pictures ; and whoſoever loves and 
honours his Kjxg, will have ſome honour and eſteem for his Image : Not 
that he venerates any /mage, or Pifture, for any Virtue or Divinity be- 
liey'd to be in them, or for any thing that is to be petition'd of them ; 
but becauſe the honour that is exhibited to them, is refer'd to the Proro- 
types which they repreſent. So that 'tus not properly the Images he ho- 
nours, but Chrift and his Sainrs by the Images ; As it is not properly the 
Images or Pittures of Kings or Dukes we generally reſpect or injure ; but 
by their /mages or Pittnres we reſpect or injure Kings or Dukes them- 
ſelves. All the veneration therefore he expreſſes before Images, whether 
by kneeling, praying, lifting up the Eyes, burnin Candles, Incenſe. Fe. 
"tis not at all done for the /mage, but 15 wholly referr'd to the things re- 

eſented, which he intends to honour by theſe aftions. And how, by 
fo doing, he breaks the Second Commandment, he cannot conceive ; for he 


acknowledges only one God, and to him alone'gives Sovereign Honour ; 


and is ſo tar from honouring Images as Gods, that for any ones fatisfa- 
Qtion, he is ready to break or-tear a Cracifix, or other /mage whatſoever, 
into a thouſand pieces, and caſt them into the fire. And what reſpett he 
ſhews them, ſeems to him no more injurious to any of the Commandments, 
than 'tis for a Chriſttan to love and honour his Neighbor, becanſe he bears 
the Image of God in his Sox ; to kifs and-eſteem theRble, becauſe it comtains

And this be -is 
taught tohe grounded, on the judi- 
ciary Power, left by Chriſt in his 


Church, of binding and looſmg : whereby Authority was given to erect a 
Cowrt of Conſcience, to aſlign Penalties, or releaſe them, as circumſtances 
ſhould require.” And this Authority he knows Saint Pax! plainly own'd ; 
(2 Cor. 2. 6.) where he' decreed a Penance ; ſufficient (fays he) ro ſuch a 


man, is this puniſhment : And, (2 Cor. 2. 10.) where he releaſe

A confidene 
Undertaker wotld find no difficulty in proving all this ; eſpecially if he 
had but the Gift of exazgerating ſome things, my repre caring others, of 
finding Authorities and 1 exts for every idle Story, of charging the extra- 
vagant Opinions of every ſingle Arthor, upon the Religion they profeſs , 
of raking together all the Wickedneſs, Crrelties, Treacherics, Plots, 
Confſpiracies, at any time comwitred, by any ambitious Defperado's, or 
wicked Villains : And then poſitively aflerting, that what theſe did, was 
according to the Dottrine of that Church of which they were Members ; 
and that the true meaſures of the Sanftiry and Goodneſs of the Church in 
whoſe Communion theſe Men were, may be juſtly taken from the Beha- 
viour of ſuch Offenders. But certainly no Man of Reaſon and Conſcience 
can allow of ſuch Proceedings. No ſober Man would ever go to Tybourr, 
and Wherftones-Park,, to know what is the Religion profeiled in England 
according to Law ; Nor would look intoall the Sinks, Jakes, Dung-hills, 
Common-ſhores about Town, from ſuch a ProſpeCtt to give a true De- 
ſcripion of the City. Why therefore ſhould the Charafter of the Church 
of Rome and her Dofrine be taken only from the looſe Behaviour and 
wicked Crimes of ſuch, who, tho' in Communion with her, yet live not 
| according to her DireCtion ? She teaches Holinefs of Life, Mercy to the 
: Poor, Loyalty and Obedience to Princes, and the neceſſity of keep- 
S inz the Commandmenss, (witneſs the many Books of Devotion and Dire- 
tion, made Engliſh for Publick benefit, written originally by Papiſts,) and 

great numbers there are (God be prais'd) who prattice this un their Lives. 

And now if there be many alſo, who'ſtop their Ears to good InſtruQtion, 

and following the Suggeſtion of thew own ungovern'd appetites, of Pride, 

Ambition, Covetouſneſs, Luxury, &s. ſo lay aſide all concern of Salva- 

tion, and become unchriſtian both ta God and their Neighbour;that they 

are a ſhame to their Profeſſion» : Why ſhonld the Church be repreſented
